LEGE 0 — State's  first  team  saw  only  limited 
action  as  the  Indians  whipped  the  Nebraska 
team  in  a  56-0  route  in  the  season's  opener. 

A.S.C.  39— FLORENCE  STATE  13— Get- 
ting revenge  for  last  year's  defeat  at  Kay's 
Field  at  the  hands  of  Florence,  the  Tribe  scored 
three  touchdowns  in  a  wild  third  period  to 
rack  up  victory  number  two  for  the  season. 

A.S.C.  21— LOUISIANA  TECH  13— Spires 
and  company,  playing  before  a  capacity  Home- 
coming crowd,  outfought  a  heavier  and  more 
experienced  Tech  squad  for  victory  number 
three.  The  Osceola  Little  All-American  fired 
two  second  half  TD's  and  kicked  all  three  extra 
points  to  lead  the  Redmen  to  victory. 

A.S.C.  9— MISSISSIPPI  STATE  19— After 
taking  a  9-6  half  time  lead  on  a  soggy  field, 
Arkansas  State  fell  behind  in  the  fourth  quarter 
to  suffer  their  first  defeat  of  the  season.  A 
quarterback  named  Stacy,  running  a  tricky 
option  pitch  or  keep  play,  bottled  up  the  Indians 
and  saved  the  day  for  the  highly  favored  Ma- 
roons. 

A.S.C.  28— MURRAY  STATE  27— Three 
fourth  quarter  TD  passes  by  Murray  almost 
whipped  State  in  a  high  scoring  contest.

A.S.C.  0— MEMPHIS  STATE  34— Memphis 
State  won  possession  of  the  first  paint  bucket 
as  the  Tigers  clobbered  the  Indians  34-0  before 
10,000  fans  at  Crump  Stadium.  Tragedy  struck 
the  Indians  a  death  blow  as  their  star  quarter- 
back Tommy  Spiers  was  injured  and  sidelined 
for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

A.S.C.  6— TENNESSEE  TECH— 26— Still  not 
fully  recovered  from  the  Memphis  State  defeat 
and  playing  without  Spiers  for  the  first  time 
of  the  season,  A.S.C.  showed  little  spark  in  go- 
ing down  26-6  at  Kay's  Field  at  the  hands  of  a 
well-coached  Tech  team. 

A.S.C.  27— AUSTIN  PEAY— 13— After  learn- 
ing that  Spiers  was  out  for  the  season,  the  Tribe 
came  from  behind  and  smacked  down  the  Gover- 
nors 27-13.  James  Billings  took  over  as  first 
string  signal  caller  after  Darrell  Arnold  was 
injured  just  before  half  time. 

A.S.C.  7— ARKANSAS  TECH— 25— For 
the  first  time  in  recent  years  an  Arkansas  foot- 
ball squad  was  able  to  defeat  Arkansas  State.  The 
Wonder  Boys  capitalized  on  thirteen  Indian 
fumbles  to  spoil  the  Tribe's  Turkey  Day  vaca- 
tion.

A.S.C.'s  Indians  closed  out  the  1956-57 
season  with  a  58-70  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Arkansas  College  in  the  District  17  NAIA 
Tournament. 

This  defeat  gave  the  Indians  a  14-7  record 
for  the  season  as  compared  to  the  14-11  of 
last  season. 

Although  going  down  in  defeat  14  times 
the  Tribe  was  only  outscored  96  points  by 
opposing  squads.
